DESIGN PIRACY 


The above is a rough title for an editorial and not a pleasant subject for 
coniemplation. Nevertheless we should not let our innate sensitivity deter us 
from seeing a true picture of the design pirate, because he is devoid of the 
sensitivity that makes it possible for men and women of honor to live and 
work together in our present-day democratic society. 

Let’s face it. The design pirate is a scavanger. He lives on the creative ability 
of others. He is lacking in culture, he lacks creative talent and he measures 
his success in dollars and cents. He is unmoral because he is completely lacking 
in moral concepts. 

The frustrating fact is that he can operate in our present-day society with 
so much freedom. Our laws are not designed for his protection; nevertheless 
he derives too large a measure of legal protection because his offenses must be 
proved in court, which places a great time and financial burden upon the 
originator. 

The design pirate is generally a shrewd character. He never makes an exact 
copy. He will leave some minor detail off and make a slight change here and 
there, making sure that the basic impression of the design is still intact. If he 
is taken into court his lawyers always have a few points which can be used 
to confuse the jury. 

The design pirate’s product is always cheaper and lower in price, and it 
finds a market with the unsuspecting buyer in a ready-made market among 
buyers who seem to be always waiting for someone to copy a good design so 
that they can use the prestige of the original and sell the copy cheaper. 

Legally it is difficult to deter the design pirate. It is basically a problem for 
the industry within which he operates to create a moral climate strong enough 
to act as a deterrent. Collectively the industry’s reaction to the design pirate 
amounts to little more than a shrug of the shoulder accompanied by a verbal 
comment such as, “I see that Jones knocked off Smith.” One feels sorry for 
Smith—but it ends there. If the indignation were strong enough, Jones would 
find it impossible to operate. 

What can INTERIOR DESIGN do to deter the pirate? We cannot police the 
industry; we must accept the advertising of any firm in good faith. If we 
didn’t, then our actions would be in restraint of trade and the burden of proof 
would rest with the magazine. 

[t is only through the printed page such as this that we are able to let the 
design pirate know that he is beyond the pale of decent business, that he is 
a parasite, a cheat and a fraud, living off the creative talents and mental sweat 


of his fellow man. 


Haas Aid 
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Elaboration and Simplicity 


Most clients are motivated by two desires when fur- 
nishing their homes: one is a feeling of loyalty to 
sentiment and traditions of the past; the other is a 
desire for the unusual plus functional utility. The 
unity of the two is the backbone of cultural continu- 
ity and future progress in interior design. In design- 
ing the interiors of the house pictured here, Muller- 
Bachich, Ltd., have achieved this unity with admirable 
results. Architecturally, the house is completely con- 
temporary with an open floor plan and simple back- 
grounds. The simplicity of the backgrounds has been 
enhanced by the designers with a number of special 
architectural features which add both design interest 





and functional qualities. Metal grille screens, for ex- 
ample, were custom designed to divide the living room 
and foyer, defining the two areas without losing a 
feeling of spaciousness. Similarly, a built-in unit sep- ate 
arating the living room from a den provides space for ae 

a bar, television, high fidelity equipment and storage; 
here again, however, the feeling of spaciousness is 
maintained, for the unit leaves a three-foot open space 
at the top so that the ceiling line is carried through 
both rooms. Furnishings are a combination of an- 
tiques—including a few pieces owned by the clients— 
custom designs and contemporary styles. The antiques 
and old pieces provide the desired link with the past, 
while custom pieces give the clients a feeling of hav- 
ing something which is uniquely their own. A single 
color scheme is used throughout: white, pale blue, 
turquoise and apricot, except for the master bedroom 
and bath where pale yellow is combined with white. 
Variations of these colors and the interchange of ac- 
cent and major color from room to room avoids any 
feeling of monotony. The finished interiors are 
neither sterile nor cluttered, but rather a house that 
is pleasant to look at and easy to maintain, keynoted 


by simplicity with subtle elaboration.

Magic Carpets of the Orient 


The enchanting beauty and fine art of Oriental rug 
weaving has captivated the Western World ever since the 
days of Imperial Rome, when wealthy citizens and con- 
noisseurs paid fabulous sums for Oriental rugs; and 
legend tells us that Cleopatra was brought before Caesar 
wrapped in one. Centuries later, crusaders returning from 
the East brought with them magnificent carpets in lumi- 
nous colors to enliven their gloomy castles. Later still, 
Oriental rugs were placed before the altars in cathedrals 

. and they adorned the banquet halls of kings, princes 
and nobles. In Venice, on fete days, streets and balconies 
were resplendent with these marvels of craftsmanship. 

During the 18th century great numbers of Eastern rugs 
were imported to beautify the stately houses of England 
and the continent. In the New World, as wealth increased 
with great rapidity, came the desire to furnish homes with 
elegance and distinction. Tall, fleet clipper ships returned 
with facinating wares from all over the world, and nothing 
was more highly prized than that cherished possession, 
so splendid and romantic, an Oriental Rug. 

In our own day, as civilization presses on in its dynamic 
search for progress, many of the great handicraft indus- 
tries are giving way to mechanized methods. Oriental 
rug weaving however, remains intact in its original form. 
The natives raise their sheep, clip and wash the wool, 
dry it in the sun and spin it on native spinning wheels. 
The dyers, using formulas handed down from generation 
to generation, prepare the dyes, using pomegranate rind, 
madder, indigo, walnut husk and vine leaves; and the 
weavers patiently tie thousands of knots seven days a

week, week after week, month after month and year 
after year. Their only tools are ten fingers, a sharp knife, 
pair of scissors and a comb to push knots down the warp. 

There are few genuine antique rugs in the market 
today, and when available are extremely costly. Semi- 
antiques are none too plentiful either, and often not really 
old, but merely artificially made to look antique. The 
modern rug which has never been used nor aged is far 
easier to select intelligently and safely, since it is judged 
and priced solely on its own merit. Oriental rugs are 
made under the supervision of men who realize that high 
standards of quality must be consistently maintained in 
order to prevent this glorious and historical industry from 
disappearing altogether, as have other handicrafts. Each 
rug is woven as a separate and distinct item, and the 
time and labor which goes into each piece is almost un- 
believable. Some rugs have from 40,000 to 50,000 knots 
per square foot, all tied by hand. The excellence of design, 
closeness of weave, quality of wool used, richness of 
color achieved, all form the unsurpassable character of 
this superb weaving craft. 

Persia, now called Iran, and India are the main sources 
of supply. Just where the first Oriental rug was woven, 
no one knows. The place may have been the Euphrates 
valley, Egypt or the central Asian highland. By historical 
times, carpets of the Near East had attained fame and 
great magnificence. By the 6th century A.D. Persia had 
gained world prestige in the art of carpet weaving. By 
the year 1550 one of India’s great emperors, Abkar by 
name, imported hundreds of Persia’s most expert weavers 
and had them produce rugs as fine as those of their 
native land. 

Oriental rugs, whether Persian, Indian, Chinese, 
Turkish or Russian, are symbolic in design and color, 
and there are many emblems with hidden meaning in these 
“magic carpets” that can be discovered and which make

Floor Show 


In a series of eight room settings, recently on view at the 
Design Center for Interiors, eight interior designers 
offered some imaginative and original ideas for using 
vinyl tile. Sponsored by Amtico Vinyl & Rubber Floor- 
ings, the exhibit featured a variety of room styles ranging 
from 18th century to crisp contemporary, and although 
the spotlight was focused on the floor, many of the 
designers found viny] tile both practical and decorative 
as table tops, wall panels and door treatments. A new 





idea in creating designs in vinyl was also introduced in 
a room by Edward Wormley, A.I.D., who featured Am- 
tico’s “Floor-Mate Originals,” a development whereby 
a drapery fabric pattern or any custom design can be 
repeated in vinyl flooring. This innovation, developed 
by Mrs. Natalie S. Marcus, Director of Amtico’s Deco- 
rator-Design Division, was awarded a Citation of Merit 
Award by the American Institute of Decorators during 
the recent Annual Conference (see page 102). Several 
rooms featured vinyl tile for wall and door accents: in 
a formal foyer by Guy Roop, A.I.D., an elegantly detailed 
door and frame was created by combining two Amtico 
patterns; another foyer by Robert Monroe, A.I.D., fea- 
tured a door of rectangular panels in Carnelian vinyl, 
framed by wood molding. Staniford Squire designed a at em \ 
country breakfast room in white and canary yellow TT? 
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using the same vinyl design on the floor, doors and a 
built-in cupboard; and Muller-Bachich, Ltd., A.1.D., cre- 
ated a handsome study with vinyl tile in semi-circular 
stripes on the floor and desk top, in horizontal stripes to 
frame an arched window. In addition to the four rooms 
shown here, the exhibit included a bed-sitting room 
by Edward Wormley, A.I.D., a child’s room by Kim 
Hoffmann, A.1.D., a foyer by Lloyd Bell, A.1.D., and an 
18th century room by Joseph Freitag, A.1.D. 
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Robert Monroe, A1.D., of W. & J. Sloane, designed a 
brick pattern floor of Amtico “Renaissance” vinyl in 
beige with solid beige vinyl stripping; door has rectangles 
of “Stardust” vinyl in Carnelian color framed by wood 
molding; a painted antique Venetian settee, stone figure 
and red-berried bush complete the setting. 
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Breakfast room by Staniford Squire features Amtico 
white and canary yellow vinyl tile, cut and beveled, with 
contrasting stripping in lighter gauge vinyl to form a 
three-dimensional brick pattern; draperies on Kirsch 
traverse rod are of Arundell Clarke white felt, Molla 
furniture is also white with yellow seat cushions; chande- 
lier from Peter De Guard; fernery stand, Frederick- 
Thomas; leaf green dishes provide color accents. 
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Bamboo sets the decorative keynote to a small study 
designed by Muller-Bachich Ltd., A.1.D., with an antique 
clock, chair and planter framed in natural or lacquered 
bamboo; colors of the room are white, yellow and 
bamboo as seen in the floor, wall and desk top of Amtico 
vinyl tile, with sky blue accents in the lamp and planter; 
curtains of Thorp fabric, world globe, Doris Dessauer. 


A formal foyer by Guy Roop, A.I.D., is distinguished by 
gray and white “Renaissance” vinyl floor and door with 
borders of blue and green “Stardust” vinyl; striped wall- 
paper from Richard E, Thibaut is gray and white, Louis 
XVI bérgére is upholstered in Thorp gray silk brocade, 
and the porcelain vases are from Attman Weiss; door 
hardware by P. E, Guerin; oil painting from Newtown 
Galleries leads a striking contemporary note. 
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The new tower appearing against the city of Dallas’ 
ever-changing skyline is the recently completed 600-room 
Sheraton-Dallas, newest in the Sheraton chain of hotels 
extending across the nation. The hotel occupies a 28-floor 
tower and the entire second and third floors of the adjoin- 
ing building, Southland Center—42 stories high and the 
tallest building west of the Mississippi—covering a square 
city block in downtown Dallas. Four underground levels 
provide service facilities, including a 2,000-car garage 
and central air-conditioning; and a landscaped plaza, 
separating the two towers, enhances the architectural 
effect with its lawns, trees, and fountain highlighted by 
a sculptured bronze screen. For the convenience of guests, 
there is a heliport on the roof of Southland Center, which 
also serves the Sheraton-Dallas. The “total design” of 
the Sheraton-Dallas features an exterior of soft blue and 
green Italian glass mosaic tile, with vertical strips of 
charcoal anodized aluminum. Both the Hotel and South- 
land Center building have the appearance of being set 
off ground level on stilts, giving a light, floating quality 
to the architecture; and dramatic arcades afford sheltered 
access to garage, shops, the hotel lobby and elevators. 
Architects of the hotel building were Welton Becket & 
Associates, with interior design by Mrs. Mary Morrison 
Kennedy, A.L.D., of Sheraton Corporation of America. 
The main lobby and public function rooms are on the 


second floor, above the arcades and lobby entrances; also

on this level are a coffee shop, formal supper club, private 
dining rooms and an ultra-modern kitchen. A glass- 
enclosed promenade, overlooking the plaza, connects the 
second floor of the hotel with the Southland Center build- 
ing. On the third floor of the hotel are multipurpose 
hospitality rooms for private dining, and the London 
Club, a smart private club with interior design in an 
Old English motif. 

The Grand Ballroom, complete with stage and dressing 
rooms and a projection and sound room, consists of three 
areas, the North and South Ballrooms and the Ballroom 
Foyer, divided by acoustical folding partitions and seat- 
ing 1,500 for a banquet. The Republic of Texas suite 
also consists of three separate areas and can be opened 
into one large room to accommodate 540 for a banquet; 
other private dining facilities include the Alamo Room 
and the Vaquero Room. The Three Rivers suite on the 
third floor also can be used for meeting rooms; it consists 
of the Brazos, Neches and Trinity Rooms. 

In the guest rooms many facilities are provided for 
guest comfort that are not visible, including television 
and clock radio and air-conditioning, sliding closet doors, 
and signal lights to notify guests of messages or mail. 
All bathrooms have ice water and glass enclosed bath 
tubs. Every floor, from the 4th through the 8th, contains 
15 “typical” rooms, 6 luxury rooms and one two-room 
luxury suite. This means that there are nine studio rooms,

Lobby on second floor is dominated by 
Venetian glass and marble mosaic mural by 
Lumen Martin Winter; gold carpet is con- 
trasted with beige Milano marble registra- 
tion desk, teak paneling and black marble 
columns; escalator runs to street floor. 


Grand Ballroom features glittering fanciful 
decoration in gold, mosaic colors and crystal 
on balcony face, as created by Tom Du- 


quette; walls are Laverne gold and white 
patina paper, contrasted with gold mosaic 
tile columns, background for Art Metal 
chairs, and tables set with Shenango china, 
Reed & Barton silverware and Louie glass- 
ware with Liddell napery. 


Orbit Room, fanciful cocktail lounge with 
illuminated bar, is entirely designed with 
Laverne furniture, the chairs in flower de- 
signs representing tulips, lilies and butter- 
cups; blue and green color scheme, accented 
with pink and orange, derives from screen 
wall strung with row of varying colored 
beads, also by Laverne, the colors reiterated 
in Mohawk carpet; U.S, Rubber underlay.

two doubles and four twin-bed rooms. Six distinctive dec- 
orative schemes have been planned, and are so executed 
that no adjacent rooms are alike. The Presidential Suite, 
consisting of two bedrooms, two baths and lavatory, 
dining room and living room, is located on the 29th 
floor, along with four other three-room suites and one 
two-room suite. All corridors and rooms have wall-to-wall 
carpet, specially woven as to color and pattern specifica- 
tions by the interior designer, and alternate by floors 
in green, pink and gold predominant shades. 

An interesting—and unique—fact in the furnishing of 
the Sheraton-Dallas is that two furniture manufacturers 
supplied 5,110 items direct from their finishing rooms 
to the hotel, where each piece was placed in the respective 
rooms in record time, even to the hanging of pictures. 
Twenty-five vans were required for the transportation. 

Throughout the majestic building the work of a dis- 
tinguished list of artists and craftsmen who collaborated 
with the architect and the interior designer of the 
Sheraton-Dallas is evident, resulting in focal points of 
unusual beauty. Gyorgy Kepes worked in collaboration 
with Robert Preusser in creating the large mosaic mural, 


“Texas Sun,” on the wall of the lounge-concourse of the 


second floor, the glass-enclosed bridge connecting the 
Sheraton-Dallas with the Southland Center; also the metal- 

















on-enamel frieze in the Minute Chef Coffee Shop, the prin- 
cipal decorative feature there. The work of Lumen Winter 
is represented by the fresco in brilliant colors, “Stam- 
pede,’ in Venetian glass and marble mosaic depicting 
Aztec symbols in bronze and gold on the lintel above 
the registration desk; and carved wood bas-reliefs in the 
Alamo and Vaguero Rooms, authentic representations of 
the days of the Texas Revolution. The principal decora- 
tion of the balcony facing in the Grand Ballroom is by 
Toni Duquette, who has created fanciful figures of metal, 
mosaic and crystal against a gold and white background; 
the entire end is covered by lacy network of entwined 
metal, backlighted for a dramatic effect. The vertical 
stabile in the lobby was created by Richard Filipowski, 
who has extended it from the ground floor to the second 
floor ceiling, forming a metal and glass sculpture, 
“Totem,” dramatic and decorative. The murals in the 
Republic of Texas Suite—the Stephen F. Austin, Wil- 
liam B. Travis and Sam Houston rooms—are by Edward 
Laning who has depicted the history of Texas and the 
role each man for whom the rooms are named played 
in the development, the murals, painted in colors simu- 
lating old prints. “People in Space” is the theme of the 
murals in the gaily designed Orbit Lounge, by Estelle 
and Erwin Laverne who have presented sparkling jewel 
stars and figures in outer space.

Tradition With a Future 


Much of the satisfaction that goes into the interior 
designing of an entire house is trying “something differ- 


” 


ent” in the development of the decorative scheme, a 
procedure that may not always be applicable nor prac- 
tical in designing an apartment of smaller and more 
restricted area, It may be a new approach in furniture 
arrangement, or fresh combinations and distribution of 
color may be the main feature or it may show the 
adaptation of familiar materials in unfamiliar ways. Or 
the interior designer may feature novel ideas in furniture 
design for the client, or make lighting or some other 
important aspect of interior design outstanding in the 
ensemble. All these notable features, replete with original 
and stimulating ideas in a beautiful rendition, have been 
incorporated in the outstanding Dallas house of early 
American architectural derivation, shown here, with 
interiors by Interior Designer Ceil Williams A.I.D.., 
N.S.LD. 

An atmosphere of elegance is established in the formal 
entrance hall with marble flooring, laid simply in squares, 
gold and ivory wallpaper in damask pattern, carved and 
shaped rug, and gleaming accents supplied by a superb 
Louis Quatorze mirror, bronze doré appliques flanking 
a Louise Quinze console, with contrasting color supplied 
by a handsome family portrait in antique gilt frame 
hung over a Récamier sofa. 

The living room, a spacious formal room set two steps 
below the entrance hall and entered through a wide 
doorway framed with a bolection molding, is given great 
decorative impact with a chiaroscuro treatment involving 
Empire green walls contrasted with white damask 
draperies of formal design and ceiling and woodwork 


painted a matching flat white. A study of the room’s 








unusual furniture arrangement—calculated for the effect 
of spaciousness that has been realized—reveals such 
interesting details as hanging console tables for lamps 
flanking the fireplace, cocktail table at the sofa opposite 
the fireplace—instead of at the companion sofa beside 
the mantel—resulting in a pleasing and uncluttered area 
in the middle of the hospitable room that will easily 
accommodate a large group of guests. 

Besides a contrasting color scheme, which gives vitality 
to the decorative treatment of the living room, there is 
evident the desirable quality of specially designed details 
in both architecture and interior designing, the former 
viewed in the denti] molding treatment of the frieze and 
the design of the chimneybreast, and the latter in such 
things as the design of the window valances, carpet pat- 
tern and furniture selectivity. It is the careful attention 
to details ‘such as these that so often represents the 
difference between success and failure of a decorative 
scheme; certainly it is the difference between the pro- 
fessional approach and that of the amateur. 

The master bedroom is interesting for its variety of 
texture suggested by parquet floor, grasscloth and leather 
walls; and color and design interest in drapery and 
upholstery fabrics. An oval carved rug has been intro- 
duced at the foot of the bed to frame a grouping of 
comfortable furniture, consisting of a sofa and flanking 
upholstered chairs with a pair of accompanying tall 
lamps. 

No matter from which aspect the décor of this attrac- 
tive house is considered, there will be apparent first of 
all a “designed look” that is the sure stamp of any house 
that has had the hand of the professional interior 
designer about it. 


Exterior, with classic distribution of architectural elements, is 
designed to make house appear smaller, more intimate, belies 
spacious interior.

Big Show in California 


F ollowing close on the heels of the A.I.D. National Con- 
ference, the Fourth Western Regional Conference was 
held in San Francisco on May 8th and 9th, highlighted 
by a “Big Show” exhibition of rooms and settings by 
Chapter members and leading trade sources. Visitors 
seeing San Francisco for the first time were not let down 
by its well-known reputation for hospitality and beauty. 
The city was ablaze with sunshine and flowers; all the 
buildings have a clean, freshly painted look; and as a 
small indication of the area’s traditional friendliness, the 
pedestrian does have the right of way, bus drivers are 
courteous, and cabbies get out and open the door for their 
passengers. 

The Conference, which included members from four 
Chapters—Northern California, Southern California, Pa- 
cific Northwest and Arizona—opened with a general meet- 
ing on Friday morning, May 8th, was followed by a 
luncheon at the Fairmont Hotel where the newly elected 
Northern California Chapter president, Karl Rhode- 
Hamel, introduced such guest speakers as Harold Grieve, 
Karl Lengfeld, and Jack Hocking of U. S. Rubber Com- 
pany.

The “Big Show”, sponsored by the Northern California 
Chapter, opened to the public on May 9th and remained 
on view through the 17th. It was held at San Francisco’s 
new six-million dollar marble Masonic Memorial Hall 
on Nob Hill. Everett Brown and his associate J. Robert 
Collins succeeded in the almost impossible task of co- 
ordinating the 104 exhibits into a beautifully integrated 
presentation. No wonder public attendance was always 
at capacity. For here one could see, in microcosm, a rep- 
resentative selection of work by Western interior design- 
ers and a wide variety of the newest homefurnishings 
products by national manufacturers. 

As would be expected because of the locale, an out- 
doors feeling was especially prominent among the set- 
tings, with terraces adjoining living areas and an abun- 
dance of green planting and flowers. An emphasis on 
natural woods was also apparent—bare floors, carved 
doors and grillework screens. Textured wall coverings, 
especially shiki silks or fabrics—were widely used. And 
Oriental furnishings appeared frequently but as accent 
pieces rather than overall decor. Very few of the rooms 
could be pigeonholed as all-traditional or all-modern, for 
California designers are obviously not afraid to mix peri- 
ods and styles—with highly successful results. 

In addition to the trade and individual decorator set- 
tings, there were rooms by three Chapters—Southern 
California, Arizona (newest Chapter to be formed) and 
the Pacific Northwest, an exhibit by The Resources Coun- 
cil of the American Institute of Decorators, Inc., and art 
exhibits by three museums: San Francisco Museum of 
Art, M. H. de Young Memorial Museum and Oakland 
Art Museum.

Accent on Venetian Blinds 


John Fitzgibbons, N.S1.D., of Yale Burge Asso- 
ciates, provides architectural interest in a box- 
shaped room typical of many new apartments 
with sandalwood Venetian blinds used to create 
an inner “court” holding sculpture, green plant- 
ing and a Gothic bench; a sofa facing the win- 
dows is covered in a paisley print of black, 
brown, turquoise and soft blue, walls are 
painted sandalwood wtih contemporary paint- 
ings adding bright splashes of color; flooring 
is Robbins taupe vinyl tile, all furniture and 
accessories from Yale R. Burge. 


Venetian blinds take the spotlight again in the third 
annual Panorama showing of room settings sponsored 
by the Venetian Blind Institute. Five interior designers 
have created rooms featuring new uses, new textures and 
new colors in Venetian blinds offering a wide variety of 
ideas and suggestions to enhance a decorative scheme 
and create architectural interest. The five rooms are 
entirely different in mood and spirit, not only from each 
other but also from the series of rooms shown in last 
year’s exhibit. Everett Brown, A.I.D., designed an in- 
formal room as a quiet retreat from the bustling activities 
of an everyday household using Venetian blinds in panels 
between bamboo poles as a window treatment and a semi- 
room divider. John Fitzgibbons, N.S.I.D., created archi- 
tectural interest in a typical box-shaped apartment living 
room by suspending blinds between white painted beams 
set out four feet from a window wall to define an area for 
greenery and sculpture. A converted sunporch setting 
by Manashaw & Daggett, A.I.D., featured Venetian blinds 
across the ceiling and a window wall in two shades of 
blue thus enhancing the room in color, design and func- 
tion. A sophisticated living room by Mallory-TFillis, 
A.1.D., solved the problem of how to treat a pitched 
window wall by using white blinds with black tapes from 
floor to ceiling. And in a living-dining room by Ethyl G. 
Alper, A.I.D., blinds in white and gold spatter pattern 
are combined with Roman shades of a printed fabric 


for a handsome window treatment. 
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In this informal room designed by Everett Brown, A1.D., Venetian blinds 
are hung floor-to-ceiling between bamboo poles for the window treatment 
and a semi-room divider; one wall is papered in Kneedler-Fauchere’s 
“Sheets of Shell” crushed marble wall covering with actual sea shells 
embedded on a sparkling gunmetal background, a perfect foil for McGuire 
furniture including a 78-inch sofa covered in white sailcloth, and round 
tables of “shredded” bamboo, the material repeated in Marion Gibney lamps; 
rug from Luten, Clarey & Stern is silver-brown Astrakhan. 














Manashaw & Daggett, A1.D., offer an attractive solution to the problem of converting a sun 
porch into a sitting room by covering the window wall and ceiling with Venetian blinds in 
hyacinth and cerulean blue; beams and wall are of gray driftwood from Western Pine 
Association, and the floor of Robbins vinyl tile is light and dark blue; sectional sofa from 
Gilliam is upholstered in Cohama white satin twill, desk and end table by Hekman; antique 
sunburst, teak table and accessories from Accessories & Design; Franklin stove from Portland 
Stove Foundry. 


Ethyl G. Alper, AJ.D., creates an in- 
teresting window treatment for a city 
apartment living room witit Roman 
shades made by Harold of Schu- 
macher fabric in olive green, yellow 
and greige for the top half, white and 
gold-spatter Venetian blinds for the 
lower half; flooring of Amtico vinyl 
tile, installed by Herbert Bright, com- 
bines white marble squares with two- 
inch stripes of teak vinyl for a parquet 
effect; furniture is by Baker, the sofa 
and dining chairs covered in olive 
green silk damask; accessories from 
Robert Herman and Doris Dessauer. 
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In a setting designed as the living area of a duplex apartment, Mallory-Tillis, 
AID. combine traditional and contempovary furnishings ageinst a back 
ground of white Venetian blinds, mirror black wallpaper and a blueand- 
white tile pattern from KneedlerFauchere; the aluminum sofa from John 
Vesey is upholstered in black caljskin, Herman Miller's white Formica tep 
dining table is used with antique Louis XIll chairs upholstered in revel 
blue felt with black braid piping, and dramatic accents are provided by 
a bronze bull sculpture from Avant Garde Gallery and @ stag’s head from 
Klinor Merrill; andirons are from Edwin Jackson.

More on The Showroom and its 


Editor’s Note: The following letter from John B. Wisner, 
A.1.D., is quoted in entirety because it expresses a thought- 
ful point of view on “The Showroom and its Economic 
Impact” which appeared in the December 1958 issue. 


| still keep hearing comments on the December article, 
The Showroom and Its Economic Impact, which has 
brought me around to re-read this article more carefully 
than I did the first time. 

As you know, I am a designer-decorator and therefore 
have a schizoid interest in the question skirted in the 
text. As a designer my interest is that the products | 
design have the widest possible distribution and sale. 
As an experienced decorator, I am also extremely con- 
scious of the atmosphere in which large volume sales are 
made in my immediate area of operation—$50,000,000 
for 1957 as stated by D.F.M., a New York organization. 

The wholesale showrooms in New York offer a sub- 
stantial service to the decorator, which in no way can 
be minimized, but I do not at all agree with the statement 
in the article that “profit from showroom sales is almost 
pure net profit” when a decorator makes a purchase 
through a wholesaler, nor that they should “think in 
terms of dollars, not percentages.” The benighted whole- 
saler who suggested this is not thinking beyond his own 
horizon of a cash sale. Believe me, we know that the 
sales force of most wholesale showrooms is maintained, 
not for the trained professional decorator, but for the 
numerically superior fringe decorator trade who rely 
entirely on the trained sales assistance they couldn’t get 
along without. I am a member of the American Institute 
of Decorators, and as such I have had occasion to be 
frequently reminded by wholesalers that sales to Institute 
Members represent only an embarrassingly small per- 
centage of their total sales volume. Well, what of that? 
I firmly believe that the A.I.D. represents the active, 
organized, and broadly thinking group of trained pro- 
fessionals, and that other decorators operate under the 
aegis of the leadership and business climate established 
by this organized group, whether they charge 100% or 
10% on wholesale cost. 

In the conduct of my business, | endeavor to favor 
those wholesalers who I consider to be operating their 
showrooms on a legitimate wholesale basis with marked 
retail prices, and I believe that it is because we have a 
strong local organization in D.F.M., that we enjoy in 
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John B. Wisner, 


New York as disciplined a group as we can expect. 
There are exceptions of course: where showrooms accept 
consumers’ payments direct with prearranged percentage 
commissions paid to the introducing decorators or dealers. 
I shun these showrooms as I know other decorators do 
in areas other than New York, where in some instances 
recently developed “Decorative Arts Centers” do not 
enjoy the healthy wholesale reputation of our local 
sources. 

Many New York fabric showrooms maintain closed 
decorator sections where a decorator can make his selec- 
tions away from the hurly-burly of a street floor display. 
To my knowledge I have never yet had a fabric whole- 
saler suggest to me that I should sell his fabrics to my 
client at a discount because he provided this special 
service. 

While I enjoy the service of the furniture wholesaler, 
I do not believe he offers me any more than I should 
expect, as he neither assumes the burden of “selling” to 
the consumer, my client, nor is he responsible for the 
collection of payment from my client, while at the same 
time he has a contract of sale with me. The sales staffs 
of many showrooms are only mildly interested in “de- 
livery” once the sale is made, and in many cases responsi- 
bility ceases once a sale has been put through, and 
decorators must write, telegraph and phone factories 
direct to insure proper expediting of their orders. 

It is small wonder then that dealers and decorators 
have viewed the operation of some “wholesale” show- 
rooms as being a retail operation in fact, if not in name. 
In our local area the D.F.M. as an association of com- 
petitive wholesalers exercises a certain control of its 
membership through its Code of Ethics. The American 
Institute of Decorators also subscribes to a Code of 
Ethics for the conduct of business of its members. There 
are no penalties that can be enforced for a violation of 
this Code, other than flagrant violation can cause loss 
of membership. The fact that such Codes exist implies 
that a measure of self-discipline is salutary for good 
business relations. The emergence of the decorator, 20,000 
strong you say, is still a recent phenomenon in the dis- 
tribution of manufactured products in an expanding 
economy. And if some consumers desire and require such 
services, the “skill utility,” they should be able to conduct 
their service business on a recognized and established 


basis.

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MAGIC CARPETS, continued from page 79 


interesting conversation pieces, if only interior designers 


would take the time to investigate them. Much of this | 


language is derived from ancient religion and mythology. 
The emblems, seals, symbols—in one form or another— 
convey messages to fulfill the desires of all human beings: 
the wish for longevity, riches, peace, love of virtue, a 


happy old age. Thus a cluster of dates or a bunch of | 


grapes symbolizes fertility, abundance; scorpions and 
crabs signify spiritual knowledge; a tree expresses the 
idea of life and immortality. Birds, animals and insects 
are seen frequently; the serpent is linked with desire; 
the stork with longevity; the bird, happiness; lions and 
dogs, power and energy. The Chinese often send, as a 
gift on special occasions, a rug which includes the symbols 
of the message they wish to convey: long life, married 
happiness, etc. 

Even the colors are symbolic, and convey their message: 
scarlet is fire, yellow signifies royalty, orange is the 
symbol of pious resignation; rose is divine wisdom, and 
white is the symbol of purity and innocence; blue is the 
symbol of truth, red for sincerity, and so forth. 

Each rug charms us twofold: with its beauty as a rug, 
and with its ever-present message, and thus it possesses 
a personality of its own as a living art. Choosing a rug 
and interpreting the story woven in each is like embark- 
ing on a magical and exciting adventure. 

Persian rugs are identified by the name of the town 
or village in which they are woven, according to the 


characteristic weave, design or color. Neither the name 


nor the pile determines the quality. Some of the finest | 
and most expensive rugs are often thin. Orientals are | 


usually woven with a cotton warp and weft, but many 
antiques have a warp and weft of wool and some are 
entirely of silk. Value depends on the artistry, closeness 
of weave and wool quality. 

One of the great names which identifies a particularly 


fine character of Persian rug is the Kerman, made of 


silky soft wool, dyed in exquisite pastel colors and woven 
in delicate, graceful floral forms. Sarouks, again named 


from the town in which they originate, have a solid weave | 


of thick nap and design motifs of the vase and cypress 
tree in precious stone colors. Another type comes from 
Hamadan, from which it takes its name, the most prolific 
rug center in Persia where the great bazaars are held 
and where can be found a variety of patterns made in 


the surrounding territory which may be classified as 


brand names in the Hamadan family, Called the most 
heavenly of rugs, the Kashans incorporate dreams of a 
fair and beautiful dwelling place in their masterful weav- 
ing; other famous Persian names are Herez, Serapi, 
Gorevan, Mehrevan, Tabriz, Meshed, Teheran, Ispahan, 

Shiraz, Saraband and Yexd. 
In India, too, the art of rug weaving is traditional. 
India carpets are made under controlled production, or

Other handwoven Oriental rugs of great value weré 
those of Turkey and Russia, made in the same tradition 
as those of Persia and India. Few rugs in any quantity, 
however, have been made in Turkey since its moderniza- 
tion dating from the early 1920’s. Most famous are 
Ghiordes, Kula, Bergamo, Ladik, Anatolian, Melez, Kir- 
Sher and Konieh. These antique and semi-antique rugs 
are extremely valuable, and many are prized as collectors 
items. 

The section of Russia in which rugs are produced is 
north and east of Persia. Those woven today are used only 
for local consumption. The Tekke, Yomud, Saryk, Salor 
and other famous Turcoman rugs—including the Bokhara 
—are produced in central Asia, source of the so-called 
Samarkand rugs woven in Chinese Turkestan. The latter 
are most unusual, with patterns of octagons evenly and 
symmetrically spaced over the entire field. 

China has only three major rug weaving centers: 
Tientsin, Peiping and Kalgan. Since all trade with the 
Chinese Reds has been banned, few Chinese rugs have 
come into the United States. Because of the government 
ruling on the importation of these items, American manu- 
facturers and importers have designed and marketed 
Japanese rugs based on Chinese weaves, motifs and colors 
which have become very popular, and the market for 
Chinese design types is being recaptured with great 
success. 

American taste and demands in homefurnishings reflect 
the ever-increasing inspiration of Oriental architecture 
and decoration. And the Oriental rug, representing a 
flowering trend which has been evolving for several years, 
is again assuming a new and major importance to the 
interior designer, Out of the wide scope and variety 
offered by the Oriental rug industry there is almost no 
interior, modern or traditional, private or contract job, 
that cannot be designed with an eye to using one of 
these woven works of art. They are more than a handi- 
craft . . . they are a fine art, and are to the floor, what 
paintings are to the walls. Since time immemorial they 
have had a fundamental beauty which blends all furnish- 
ings into one harmonious whole, An elegant large rug 
can be the creative impulse for an entire scheme: or a 
smaller rug might be the decorative center of a particular 
furniture group within an area, Lustrous colors and in- 
tricate patterns are compatible with current trends and

can be beautifully emphasized on modern floorings either 
of gleaming vinyl, traditional polished wood, parquet, 
stone or ceramic tile, or even as an accent over a base of 
solid tone carpeting. 

The interior designer, as style leader, is forever search- 
ing for the one-of-a-kind quality product of lasting beauty 
to fill the requirements of a varied group of clients in a 
varied price range. The Oriental rug industry fills this 
requirement. There is almost no limitation in pattern, 
color or quality in this time-proved merchandise ranging 
from the modestly priced rug to the antique, or collector’s 
item. No commodity offered in the United States today 
has a better value, considering the time, labor and mate- 
rial involved. Modern Oriental rugs are priced from $265 
to $1350, retail, in approximately a 9 x 12’ size. Value 
should be considered above utility, for the weavers weave 
not only for today but for posterity; often a rug increases 
many times its original cost and becomes even more 
beautiful after years of use.

The rising percentage of showroom business you quote 
may be pretty heady stuff to showroom operators. It’s 
no wonder they “feel part of a major revolution,” together 
with the private, but seldom expressed belief, that such 
operations, reaching out for direct contact with consumers 
through advertising, may: eventually force a revolution 
in the concept of retail selling. What you do not clearly 
indicate is the problem of the 10% decorator and how 
he is undermining the retail market. The wholesalers are 


in a cycle of development which will end up with them | 


doing all of the retailer’s functions. They will find them- 
selves in the same hole as did the now defunct dealers 
and retailers. The wholesalers should decide to stick to 
wholesaling and be more concerned about the quality of 
the retailing done with his goods—he more discriminating 
and encourage better retail distribution rather than en- 
courage second-rate retailers operating on 10% margins 
because these operations will inevitably undermine the 
whole structure, obligating the wholesaler, or even the 
manufacturer, to assume the whole retail function. 

This attitude may not impress everyone with the aura 
of benevolence that showroom operators imply in the 
comments of your article, and I hope that these attitudes 
will continue to be the concern of D.F.M. and N.W.F.A. 


when they meet.
